Like Yourself, So Will Others 


Depression hits many people during the holidays and 
some who are depressed complain that they can't think 
straight. 

Now doctors at the University oi Pennsylvania School 
of Medicine are finding that correcting this "straight-think¬ 
ing" problem often also reverses the depression. 

The method is called cognitive therapy and its ex 
ponents are Drs. Aaron T. Beck and David D. Burns. 

The continuing work of Beck and Burns and their col¬ 
leagues reinforces the basic discovery; our moods don't 
decree our thoughts. It's the other way around. Our thoughts 
govern our moods. Therefore, if you think right, you'll feel 
right. 

The thinking errors that people fall victim to include 
taking everything personally, seeing everything in black and 
white, overgeneralizing, jumping to conclusions, labeling 
and mislabeling. 

There are three crucial steps you can take when you 
are upset, Dr. Burns advises. 

— Write down your negative thoughts. "Don’t let them buzz 
in your head; snare them on paper!" 

— Review the list of thinking errors. 

— Substitute more objective thoughts thal put the lie to 
the ones that made you depressed. 

The key to cognitive therapy is self esteem — not what 
others think of you, but what you think of you. 

Like yourself better and you'll feel better. It's a good 
resolution for 1981.

Who Can Tell By His Smile? 


Much has been made about presidents' smiles, and 
Jimmy Carter's was one of his mosf distinguishing features. 
At least one that was used most of the time by cartoonists. 

Comedians have also made much of Ihe smile and now 
they're casting their eyes toward president-elect Reaoan's 
smile, as well. 

However, there are new theories on the origin of smiles 
which help to explain why lovers long for a blaze of radiant 
teeth from each other even though the baring of teeth in 
animals indicates an opposite reaction. When animals show 
their teeth it usually means they are ready to attack. 

The human smile, then, is a puzzle to those who study 
the origin of behavior patterns — a threatening gesture 
that yet prompts poets to write lines like "Her loveliness I 
never knew/Until she smiled on me." 

John J. Ohala, professor of linguists at the University 
of California, Berkeley, now suggests the smile may really 
be the vestige of a cry of submission. 

In a paper recently presented, Ohala ex| 
retracting the lips raises the timbre of sound passing i 
the mouth, making the sound seem to come from a smaller 
creature. 

"The high pitched whine or yelp given by a submissive 
or appeasing animal is in effect a signal thal says 'I'm small 
and helpless; don't hurt me'!" said Ohala. 

In some species, including humans, Ohala argued, the 
cry has gone but the smile lingers on. "an independent visual 
signal with the same meaning as the cry itself." 

Ohala's theory is based in part on laboratory studies. 
He put sound through clay models of vocal pathways with 
"lips" retracted to different degrees. 

Changing the shape of the lips changed the timbre — 
or resonances — of the sound, as determined by running 
the sound through a spectrum analyzer. Retracting the lips 
way back in what would be a heart melting smile, if it were 
flashed on you or me, produced the highest timbre. Or, in 
Ohala's terms, the most submissive sound. 

The bigger the smile, then, the greater the signal of 
submission, something lovers may have known all along. 

The origin of this sort of investigation goes all the way 
back to Charles Darwin, the father of modern evolutionary 
thought. In 1872, Darwin published "The Expression of the 
Emotions in Man and Animals," an initial effort to find 
the common source of various species' stereotyped behavior 
patterns. 

Although tracing the origin and development of ges¬ 
tures isn't as easy as tracing anatomical changes, it is 
possible to arrive at plausible histories for such things a' 
facial gestures by comparing similar behaviors in different 
species, Ohala said. 

The smile is a facial expression displayed in one form 
or another by many species, including man, dog and chim¬ 
panzee. Its most intense form, the open mouthed smile, how¬ 
ever, has appeared to defy evolutionary logic. 

Some animals apparently avoid fights by producing 
high-pitched cries that might come from a smaller animal 
with small vocal cords (which would produce a higher sound 
just as shorter piano wires produce a higher note than longer 
wires). The message is "I'm small and not a threat to you. 
Leave me alone." 

Some species, including humans, have kept the smile 
but dropped the sound, suggested Ohala, but others, espe¬ 
cially monkeys, still combine the smile with the submis¬ 
sive cry. 

The comedians ought to make something out of that 
statement.

Why Non-Smokers Don’t 
Ask Smokers To Stop 


Mast persons say they are 
unoomfbrtable sitting next to 
someone who Is smoking In 
a public place. 

Yet few persons say they 
would ask the person to stop 
smoking, shows a new study 
reported at the UC, Berkeley. 

Slxty-flve percent of those 
questioned in a random sur¬ 
vey said that although the/ 
had at sometime felt like 
asking someone to stop 
smoking they had never 
actually done so. 

When asked why, 38% said 
they “didn’t have a right to 
ask”: 2% said they were 
"afraid the smoker will get 
angry”: and 26% said they 
“didn’t want to make a 
scene." 

’The finding are reported 
by Frances L. Randolph, ,a 
doctoral degree candidate in 
UCs School of Public Health 
at Berkeley. 

’The researcher said she 
also found that largo num¬ 
bers of smokers and non- 
smokers would support local 
and state ordinances against 
smoking In public places. 

Her results are based on 
telephone Interviews of 600 
persons randomly selected 
from San Rafael, Berkeley 
and San Leandro. 


Well over half of the non 
smokers said the chances 
would be cither “excellent 
or “good" tliat they would 
be bothered if someone were 
smoking In an elevator or a 
restaurant. However, only 
8% of the smokers thought 
It would be likely that their 
smoking would make some¬ 
body uncomfortable In a 
restaurant. 

Few of the smokers (only 
23%) said that they had ever 
been asked to stop smoking 
in a public place. 

'The majority of those who 
had been asked (59%) said 
the request did not bother 
them, whereas 30% said tlie 
request "made them angry.' 

Randolph’s study found 
major support for legislating 
smoking In public places. In¬ 
terestingly, the majority of 
smokers said they too would 
be In favor of local smoking 
ordinances and 48% said 
they would vote for a state 
wide law. 

’Fhe researcher, who will 
receive her doctor of public 
health degree in June, said 
her survey was supported 
with $20(K) from GASP 
(Group Against Smok 1 n g 
Pollution) and $2000 from 
federal and private grants.

— Don’t preheat your oven 
unless your’re cooking baked 
goods. 

— Use heat-retairrlng glass 
or ceramic dishes. ITiey low¬ 
er heat requirements by 25 
degrees. 

— Store leftovers in con¬ 
tainers, ratheri than using 
expensive plast 1 c wrap. 
When putting food away, 
assemble It In one place and 
store It all at once. Keep 
refrigerator openings and 
closings to a minimum. 

— Remove large Items from 
the freezer and store In the 
refrigerator to defrost. In do¬ 
ing so, the meat or poultrj’ 
will help cool down the 
fridge and may cut down 
running time. 

— Scrap your plates before 
storing in the dishwasher — 
you can then skip the pre- 
rinse cycle. And turn the 
machine off before the dry¬ 
ing cycle: the dishes dry 
themselves on tire heat al¬ 
ready generated.

— Sometimes bulk - meat 
sales aren’t the bargain you 
think they are. Find out 
what the meat grade Is, 
whether there is a charge for 
orocesslng, and how much i 
loss there is after trimming. 

Changing shopping and 
cooking habits may require 
a little effort but the result 
will be well worth it. You 
will discover that when com¬ 
mon sense aral ingenuity be¬ 
come kitchen mates, they are 
a formidable comblnatl o n 
against today’s high cost of 
living.

The market value of agri¬ 
cultural products sold by the 
1968 farms in Los Angeles 
County amoimted to $188.9 
million for 1978 or an aver¬ 
age of $96,011 each, up from 
$146.4 million in 1974 with 
an accompanying increase in 
production costs, according 
to a preliminary report of 
the 1978 Census of Agricul¬ 
ture released recently by tlie 
Bureau of the Cens,us, U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

A breakdown of the coun¬ 
ty’s total agricultural sales 
for 1978 followed by that for 
1974, Is as follows: Cropc, 
$116.1 million compared with 
$74.2 million: livestock and 
livestock products, $61.9 and 
and $58.5 million: poultry 
and po'oltry products, $10.9 
and $13.7 million. 

While the value of gross 
.sales rose, the farmers’ coste 
also climbed since 1974. Ex- 
lienditures for fertilizer for 
1978 were $2.4 million com¬ 
pared to $1.8 million: costs 


of gasoline, diesel and other 
petroleum products were $4.4 
million compared to $2.1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Farm energy costs of all 
types totaled $7 million for 
1978. The estimated market 
value of machinery and 
equipment per farm 1 n - 
creased from $17,257 to 
$21,028. 

Of the total farms In tho 
county, 257 had gross sales 
of $100,000 or more and 1259 
had sales of under $10,000. 
Farms operated by Indivi¬ 
duals or families represent¬ 
ed 80% of the total: farms 
operated by corporations ac¬ 
counted for 7%. Some 38% 
of the operators owned all 
or part of the land they op¬ 
erated.

Aircraft Carriers Are 
Visible Peace Symbols 


The most visible form of 
military power in the world 
today is the aircraft carrier. 

Although our carrier force 
has worldwide respect, it of¬ 
ten does not have that im¬ 
pact on those in Washington 
who make our defense 
policy. To be sure, the cost of 
a Nlmitz-class nuclear-pow¬ 
ered aircraft carrier (1100 
feet long, 92,000 tons dis¬ 
placement) represents a tre¬ 
mendous cash outlay: bil¬ 
lions for the ship and more 
to equip it with sophisti¬ 
cated aircraft like Grumman 
F-14s and A-6Es. 

However, when all outside 
factors are considered, an 
aircraft carrier liecomes ex¬ 
tremely cost-effective: 

— Loss of our overseas fixed 
bases. In 10 years, the num¬ 
ber of these bases have been 
reduced from 105 to fewer 
than 40 today. 

— Loss of aircraft. Over 400 
allied aircraft were lost on 
the ground from ground at¬ 
tack alone during the Viet¬ 
nam War and more than 
4000 were damaged. In con¬ 
trast, during the entire war 
not one sea-based aircraft 
was lost or oven damaged on 
board any U..S. carrier as a 
result of enemy action. 


— Vulnerability. "Carriei 
vulnerability” is highly over- 
stated,. A heavily armored 
high speed shop at sea pre¬ 
sents a rapidly moving, and 
maneuvering, target extreme¬ 
ly difficult to find and 
even harder to hit and hurt. 
It is infinitely easier to tar 
get and destroy our fixed- 
site shore-based ammunition 
dumps, fuel depots and air¬ 
fields. 

-Aircraft carriers epitomize 
sea power. They not only 
keep the sea lanes open for 
commerce, but they are self- 
sufficient ^nd able to move 
quickly to any trouble spot 
in the world. 

They are immune to ter¬ 
rorists and changes in for¬ 
eign governments which arc 
so often followed by changer, 
in policy toward the United 
States. But they are visible 
to those who threaten the 
peace. 

They are a mobile message 
to friend and foe alike that 
the United States Navy is 
off-shore, a short jet-fight 
away, ready to carry out its 
defense commitments and to 
protect American interests 
and the interests of Amer¬ 
ica’s allies.

A minor reduction in gov¬ 
ernment regulation of busi¬ 
ness will be achieved when 
a four-year-old law requiring 
the lessor of a vehicle to 
file a notice of lease with 
the California Department of 
Motor Vehicles is repealerl 
effective January 1, 1981. 

The requirement, specified 
in Vehicle Code Section 
£901.1, was deleted upon un¬ 
animous passage by the 1980 
Legislature, supported by the 
administration of Governor 
Brown, of Assembly Bill 
2406, introduced by Oakland 
Assemblyman Tom Bates. 

That code required the les¬ 
sor of a vehicle to file a 
notice of lease with DfMV 
within 30 days of leasing 
the vehicle. For each notice 
foi-m the lessor paid 50 cents 


to DMV to cover form costs 
and regulation of vehicle 
lessors. 

“Although repeal of the 
measure means a loss of re¬ 
venue to the Motor Vehicle 
Account, the loss Is minimal, 
and Is outweighed by the 
benefit derived in reducing 
governmental regulation of 
the vehicle leasing Inciustry," 
said DMV Director Doris V. 
Alexis. Fees collected on the 
sale of books or le,ase notices 
brought in only $36,486 in 
1979.

day. 

Shortly after the arrests 
were made public several 
windows were broken, at a 
Temple Shaarei Tikvoh in 
nearby Arcadia, report caun- 
cil authorities. 

The T.emple City syna¬ 
gogue had been the scene of 


several antisemitlc Incidents 
ever the past year including 
swastika.s painted en the 
walls and broken windows.
